WINTER DRIVING CAUTION . 

The Maine State Police advise of 
some steps to safer winter driving 
for motorists who'may have prob- 
dems coping with the seasonal road 
onditions, 

“Reduced visibility and inade- 
‘quate traction provide the most 
‘trouble for motorists during this 
time of year,” said Col. Allan H. 
"Weeks, Chief of the Maine State 
‘Police. ; 

Col. Weeks listed the following 
‘steps to safe winter driving: 

—A motorist should get the 
“feel” of the road with the vehicle 
“when starting out or when condi- 
tions change. This is done by ac- 
‘eelerating carefully to see if the 
‘wheels spin, or of braking gently 
‘to see if the vehicle slides. After 
‘tinding the skid point, reduce 
‘speed and extend the following 
‘distance accordingly. 

—Note how the brakes operate, 
‘Water, overnight moisture or the 
meed for adjustment can cause 
‘Slipping, grabbing brakes that can 
wesult in loss of control. 

—In addition, the Maine State 


Police advise increased following 


distances when conditions deteri- 
orate, “pumping” brakes to slow 
or stop, using snow tires with good 
‘reads, and keeping the windshield 
and windows clear, 

“In the event an unavoidable 
Rtcldent does occur, motorist arid 
passenger(s) will be safer from in- 
Jury if seat belts and harnesses 
Provided for extra protection are 
used,” said Col. Weeks.

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MOST ALIENS MUST REPORT 
ADDRESSES IN JANUARY 

The District Director of the. 
Maine District, United States Im- 
migration and Naturalization :Ser- 
vice, Arthur A. Poulin, Jr., stated 
that the Immigration and Nation- 
ality Act requires all aliens in the 
United States, with few exceptions, 
to report their addresses each 
Janiiary. Throughout the United 
States, almost 30% more applica- 
tions for naturalization are receiv- 
ed during the months of January, 
February and March than are re- 
ceived during other months, Mr. 
Poulin attributes this: sudden rise 
to the Alien Address Report. Pro- 
gram. 

Aliens not required to make this 
report are diplomats and those 
persons accredited to certain inter- 
national organizations. 

Forms for making the reports 
will be available to aliens at all 
Post. Offices and offices of the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service during the month of Jan- 
wary. Aliens desiring information 
concerning Naturalization, or sim- 
ilar niatters, may obtain the nec- 
essary forms at an office of the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service where personnel trained 
in these fields are available to an- 
swer inquiries, 

Aliens who obtain an Address 
Report form at a Post Office must 
affix a postage stamp to the com- 
pleted form atid place the form 
in a mail box. 

_At this time all aliens in the 
United States as well as any pros- 
pective employer of an alien who 
is in the United States, are also 
placed on notice that the issuance 
of a Social Security Account Card 
to an alien is not evidence of le- 
gal permission from the Govern- 
ment for the alieti to be employed 
in the United States. As a general 
rule, only those aliens who have

FOOD STAMP CHANGEOVER 
TO BENEFIT RURAL FOLK 

New Food Stamp Program chang- 
es, which go into effect in January 
and March, will especially benefit 
the elderly shut-ins who are living 
on fixed incomes and other fam- 
ilies and individuals with very low 
incomes, ; 

Those 65 or older, or disabled 
and unable to go to a Fuod Stamp 
office may arrange to have a 
worker interview at home or by 
telephone. 

On Jan. 1, people will no long- 
er buy Food Stamps. This means 
Jess: stamps bécause they would 
get only the stamps that used to 
amount to the value above the 
stamps’ purchase price. Starting in 
January, authorizations will be 
mailed only once a month, 

By eliminating the cash outlay 
barrier which has prevented some 
of the very poor from participat- 
ing, the program is expected to 
reach more than three million 
more needy people in the nation 
and thousands in Maine, 

Starting March 1, new rules will 

be used to determine who qualifies 
for stamps and how many they 
can receive, Household income will 
be added up and three deductions 
allowed under new rules will be 
subtracted.

GAME FISH ICE FISHING 
BEGNS JAN. 1: ‘ 


Ice fishing for game fish begins — 


again in Maine on Jan. 1 under 
rules little changed from ast 
year’s. 

According to. the Maine Fish and 
Wildlife Dept, there thave been 
some rule changes on individual 


bodies of water, but the so-called. 


“general laws’’—revised extensive- 
ly last year—remain the same. 

In waters open to ice fishing, the 
season on trout, salmon, togue, 
and bass runs from Jan. 1 through 
March 31. ; 

The daily bag and possession 
limit on salmon, trout, togue, and 
thass is five fish, but not more 
‘than three of’these may be salmon, 
trout, or togue—singly or in com- 
bination. All five may be bass. 

One county-wide regulation 
change has occurred, in Aroostook 
County, where the legal length 
limit on salmon has been raised 
to 14 inches. 

On Telos, Chamberlain, Eagle, 
Churchill, and several other Al- 
Jagash Waterway lakes, the new 
daily limit will be five fish of 
the trout and togue species, not 
more than one of which may be a 
togue. Also, the length limit on 
togue on these waters has been 
raised to 18 inches. ;
